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EXAMINER 'S COMMENT 

1 . The Notice of Allowance is responsive to applicant's amendment filed 2/1 1/2008 and 
6/30/2008. The amendment and remarks, pages 1-4, filed therein has overcome the rejection of 
claims 1 and 24 under 35 USC 103 (a) mailed on 6/17/2008. Therefore, the rejections of 
claims have been withdrawn. 



2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The claims 1 and 24 in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 

because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose or 

suggest a stent device comprising: a tubular member which includes a porous structure 

comprising an oxide of titanium, where the porous structure defined by a plurality of hollow 

post-shaped elements, the hollow post-shaped elements separated by a void region therebetween 

and each hollow post-shaped element defined an internal volume which contained a therapeutic 

agent, where the tubular member has a longitudinal axis and the hollow post-shaped elements 

have a longitudinal axis generally perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the tubular member, 

in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations as set forth in claims 1 and 24.
